The  Nation  has  located  near  the  oreat  hos¬ 
pitals.  whose  beneficent  walls  sheltered  in 
tune  of  war  the  wounded  and  the  sick  —its 
ceuieteni-s,  where  niit’ht  lie  buried  thiwe  whi 
died  of  battle-stroke  or  fever-shaft  who  in 
all  wavs  jierished  in  their  country's  service. 
Ami  in  ground,  over  which  sped  in  hour  of 
confusion  and  smoke  the  death-winded  mis¬ 
siles  of  war.  have  beeu  lowered,  with  all  the 
honors  of  battle,  those  who  were  bruised 
and  mangled  iu  every  i>art  even  unto  death. 
Hut  it  is  well,  also,  that  iu  all  our  home 
cemeteries  should  lie  assembled  side  by  side 
iu  burial  those  who  in  former  time  fuovtjd 

IN  THK  HAMK  RANKS  OF  AOXTV  SF.KVIl’E. 

As  here  we  are  now  gathered,  so,  over 
gronud  where  warriors  once  moved  in  the 
cla-ii  and  contiict  of  arms,  hangs  the  peace¬ 
ful  air.  The  hoarse  notes  of  strife  have 
ceased.  Only  the  ground  bruised  in  the 
lingering  graves;  only  the  lines  of  earth, 
fast  sinking  to  a  common  level,  behind 
which  a  score  of  years  ago  and  more  men 
wen:  drawn  up  in  battle  array,  with  ban¬ 
ners  Hying  and  cannon  in  place;  only  the 
fragment*  of  shell  found  on  the  surface  or 
the  battered  bullets  with  which  the  soil  was 
planted,  as  the  seed  of  a  la  tter  harvest  of 
liberty  and  nationality  -  only  such  things 
tell  of  the  strife  which  once  swayed  and 
surged  to  and  fro  through  woods  atid  glens, 
and  up  hillsides  and  over  swift  streams. 
Vet  the  graves  of  our  dead  warriors  in  onr 
home  cemetery — which  never  echoed  the 
notes  of  actual  strife — are  linked,  in  historic 
association  and  houor,  to  the  fields  where 
were  fought  the  battles  of  the  Republic, 
and  where  were  won  its  triumphs. 

an  BgrAi.  sacredxkAs,  then, 
may  clothe  the  soldier’s  grave  amid  the  fa¬ 
miliar  soeues  of  home  as  that  which  invests 
it  ou  the  distant  fields  where  he  fought  and 
fell. 

Shall  we  cherish  thought  of  men  who 
brave  all  and  sacrifice  all  for  country  only 
during  the  brief  time  of  their  service  on  the 
field  i  Shull  the  Nation  judge  its  duty  to 
lx;  limited  to  the  paltry  pelf  which  it  placed 
in  the  hands  of  those  who  exposed  limb  and 
life  bn  battlefield  ?  Or  shall  it  deem  that 
its  pecuniary  obligation  was  discharged 
when  it  gave  its  heroes  the  meagre  sum  of 
three  or  four  dollars  a  week — a  mere  boy’s 
pay  ?  Shall  it,  in  the  eujoyweur  of  the 
fruitage  of  so  great  service  and  sacrifice, 
lose  sight  of  the  hands  which,  toru  and 
bleeding,  wrought  the  planting  ?

with  those  who  served  the  Nation  in  its  hour 
uf  peril!  1  do  not  overlook  the  thoughtful 
kinduess  which  prompts  today  the  gift  of  a 
soldier's  plot  in  this  fair  cemetery.  Bloom¬ 
field  would  fain  do  houor  to  these  men  who 
once  wore  the  blue,  and  to  those,  our  com¬ 
mies,  who  have  dropped  out  of  the  ranks 
iu  life's  journey  :  But  I  do  say,  in  all  .sober¬ 
ness  and  fervor,  that  in  the  act  those  who 
have  given  this  ground  have  but  discharged 
a  solemn  obligation,  which  every  instinct  of 
patriotism  has  bound  ujxui  them.  Did  out 
fathers  in  the  far  olden  time  purchase  this 
land  with  their  blood  ?  Thoee  whom  I  rejv- 
reseut  today,  living  or  resting  under  the 
silent  mounds  of  this  place  of  sepulture, 
have  by  their  heroism  and  sacrifice 

.  PRESERVED, THE  I -AND  TO  TOC  INTACT, 

made  by  their  valor  and  suffering  doubly 
“the  laud  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave.*’  Here,  iu  this  cemetery,  are  rest¬ 
ing  those  who  were  known  to  you.  Above 
their  heiuls  you  have  inscribed  their  names. 
As  you  come  hither  year  by  year  to  renew 
the'tokeus  of  your  remembrance  and  houor 
by  planting  the  “colors”  above  them, 
fomied  of  a  nation's  ensign,  and  by  scatter¬ 
ing  here  the  flowers,  a  sign  of  God’s  gov¬ 
ernment  aud  peace,  you  think  by  name  of 
those  jwhuse'liodies  are  here  crumbling  to 
dust.  You  knew  them  iu  bovbypd  and 
growing  manhood.  They  walked  your  streets; 
they  played  iu  your  fields ;  they  attended 
your  schools:  they  worshiped  iu  your  sauct- 
uarit-.s.  Thanks  to  the  l’rovideuce  which 
has  uot  compelled  the  sad  word  “Unknown' 
to  lie  traced  above  tln-ir  buried  forms.  Alas 
alas!  that  the ^place  where  thousands  rest  is 
shrouded  in  uncertainty  and  among  the

The  graves  billowing  the  land- -so  far  as  the 
kuowleilge  of  grieved  ones  Ht  honie  is  con¬ 
cerned  are  as  blank  as  theSvaves  of  the 
heaving  sea.  But  those  who* were  bereaved 
of  friemls  lying  in  your  cemetery  are  able  to 
mark  the  place  of  their  hero  dead.  Of 
these,

Shall  I  call  the  roll  today  of  your  hero 
dead  resting  iu  this  hallowed  groutid  ?  It  is 
needless!  As  yon  move  about  among  these 
graves  you  will  find  the  muster-out  rolls 
traced  in  letters  of  stone.  If  yon  speak 
their  names  as  at  rollcall  the  silent  answer 
conics,  “Here,  here,  with  arms  at  rest” 
Ami  gladly  would  we  think  of  every  up¬ 
lifted  tombstone  as  declaring  not  only, 
“Here,”  but  pointing  as  with  white  finger 
heavenward,  and  saying  also  “There."  Be¬ 
side  all  the  others  whose  names  might  well 
be  mentioned 

AND  MENTIONED  WTTH  TRI  E  HONOR, 
here  lies  ( ’aptain  Awzi  S.  Taylor,  who,  hav- 
.  mg  served  his  country  well,  at  last  bowed  in 
persounl  contrition  liefore  his-  country’s  God 
and  passed  with  hope  in  Ulirist  into  the 
hero  s  heaven.  Aud  here  is  Captain  Robert 
S.  Sealmry  beautiful,  noble,  brave,  with 
whom  I  shared  in  more  than  one  battle,  aud 
of  Whose  valor  I  was  a  personal  witness, 
when  the  storm  of  death  throbbed  above 
ami  nnmud  us.  it  is  with  peculiar  interest 
that  I  think  of  him  today,  aud  it  is  with  iu- 
b-nsified  fervor  that  I  take  part  in  the  exer¬ 
cises  of  this  hour,  iu  view  of  the  fact 
that  only  this  last  week  was  I  permitted  to 
visit  the  scene  of  his  death,  and  of  so  many 
thousands  of  our  countrymen,  (’haucellors- 
ville!  The  Wilderness!  Sjiottsylvoula,  with 
“bloody  angle"!  Petersburg,  with  its  crowd¬ 
ed  memories  from  June,  ’H4,  to  March,  *15 
all  along  that  long  line  from  Deep  Bot¬ 
tom  on  the  North  to  Hatcher’s  Run  on  the 
South;  and  onward,  at  last,  to  Appomattox! 
how  the  places  live  in  thought,  and  how 
peopled  are  they  with  the  men  and  scenes 
of  other  davs!

A  generous  victor  will  cherish  no  ill-will 
towaijils  the  conquered,  and  u  defeated  foe. 
of  true  metal,  will  ocoept  in  like  spirit  his 
defeat.  No  truer  friemls  can  be  found,  as 
they  meet  and  mingle,  than  those  who  for¬ 
merly  stood  in  opposing  ranks  in  the  day  of 
fire.  But  while  we  lay  aside  enmity,  nud 
together  rejoice  iu  all  the  lieueficeut  fruit¬ 
age  of  the  war,  we  may  not  with  safety  to 
former  friend  or  foe  blot  out  from  our 
t  miuds  the  eternal  distinction  U-twceu  right 
and  wrong,  freedom  aud  bondage,  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  union  aud  of  separation.
